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Chairman's  Foreword. 

The  year  1935  has  heen  encouraging  and  satisfactory.  Numerous  friends 
have  generously  come  to  our  financial  assistance.  This  was  especially  the 
case  in  regard  to  our  appeal  during  the  closing  weeks  of  the  year,  when  funds 
for  current  needs  were  badly  needed. 

Publicity  Work  has  been  equally  encouraging.  Our  pupils  gave  twenty 
seven  demonstrations,  reaching  thereby  no  less  than  seventeen  thousand,  four 
hundred  people  among  whom  we  have  gained  many  new  and  firm  friends. 

Owing  to  the  prevailing  depression  the  Institution  has  had  to  carry  on 
with  only  a skeleton  staff.  All  concerned  have  cheerfully  put  their  shoulders 
to  the  wheel,  and  the  result  has  been  a distinct  advance  towards  the  goal  that 
was  in  the  mind  of  its  Founder,  nearly  twenty  five  years  ago.  Our  united  and 
sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  all  who  so  kindly  and  generously  assisted  us 
through  our  days  of  gloom  and  shadow. 

Our  Trustees  have  been  most  loyal.  They  have  attended  the  meetings  of 
the  Committee  of  Management  and  their  advice  and  assistance  have  always 
been  invaluable.  Miss  Burdick  is  now  the  only  original  member  appointed 
by  the  late  Dr.  John  Fryer.  We  were  glad  to  welcome  her  back  from 
furlough  after  a long  and  serious  illness.  Mr.  Geo.  Howell,  Secretary  of 
Trustees,  retired  to  Rngland  after  many  years  of  faithful  service,  and  we  are 
indeed  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  K.  G.  Clarke  to  succeed  him  in  this  Office. 
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Owing  to  the  increase  of  work  falling  upon  the  somewhat  curtailed  staff, 
the  Committee  of  Management  has  found  it  necessary  to  meet  monthly,  with 
the  exception  of  July  and  August.  This  plan  has  proved  very  advantageous. 

Our  present  chief  concern  is  regarding  finances  with  which  to  meet 
current  expenses.  Shortage  of  funds  has  made  it  necessary  to  curtail  the 
work  of  the  Institution,  and  actually  postpone  plans  for  expansion. 

During  the  year  donations  received  exceeded  $16,000,  divided  as  follows:-

These  gifts  have  enabled  the  Committee  to  balance  its  Budget  for  1935. 
We  thank  these  generous  friends  most  sincerely. 


We  still  have  a debt  of  more  than  $25,000,  which  total  is  made  up  of 
several  amounts  which  we  were  forced  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  in  past 
years.  We  do  ask  you  all  therefore  for  your  continued  generous  support  for 
the  year  1936. 

The  Superintendent’s  Report  which  follows  gives  details  of  the  activities 
of  the  Institution  in  all  its  phases,  and  it  is  commended  to  your  considerate 
and  sympathetic  reading. 

The  Committee  wishes  especially  to  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Geo.  Fryer  and 
their  entire  Staff  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have 
unitedly  carried  out  their  various  duties  during  the  year. 


We  have  a big  future  before  us  of  useful  work  for  the  Blind  of  China.  It 
is  one  of  the  most  needy  of  the  humanitarian  sendees  in  this  country.  \our 
Committee  has  a laudable  ambition  to  make  the  Shanghai  Institution  for  the 
Chinese  Blind  a model  on  which  many  similar  undertakings  may  be  success- 
fully founded  in  the  years  to  come,  and  we  sincerely  rely  upon  our  Friends 
and  Supporters  to  enable  us  to  realise  this  ambition.

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Report  of  Superintendent,  1935. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Institution  has  been  carried  on  as  usual  through- 
out the  year  in  all  its  various  departments.  While  we  have  advanced  in 
many  ways  it  has  really  been  a period  of  “marking  time  ” owing  to  the  lack 
of  finance  necessitating  a considerable  decrease  in  the  staff  and  rigid  economy 
everywhere,  which  has  naturally  seriously  interfered  with  our  standard  of 
work  and  our  modest  plans  for  extension.  We  have  all  done  the  best  we 
could  and  have  cheerfully  shouldered  our  additional  burdens  in  the  firm 
believe  that  our  present  difficulties  will  be  only  temporary. 

STAFF. — Our  staff  has  been  further  depleted  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
George  Ho  who  gave  half  time  to  the  industrial  work  and  the  remainder  to 
the  Institution  office.  We  are  still  urgently  in  need  of  trained  certificated 
seeing  teacher  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  carry  on  with  only  our  blind 
graduates  in  the  place  of  regular  seeing  teachers.  We  now  have  ten  of  our 
graduates  who  are  on  the  staff  as  teachers  or  helpers. 

BLIND  POPULATION. — There  has  been  an  increase  of  fifteen  to  our 
blind  population  during  the  year.  We  have  accommodation  for  fifty  more 
and  could  easily  absorb  an  additional  twenty-five  in  the  School  Department 
with  but  little  extra  expense.  This  Institution  should  have  the  maximum 
number  of  pupils  thereby  considerably  reducing  the  per  capita  expenses.

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS.  -A  portion  of  our  buildings  have  been 
rented  to  the  Deaf  School.  This  causes  a great  deal  of  confusion  with  its 
attendent  problems.  We  sincerely  hope  the  time  will  soon  come  when  the 
School  for  the  Deaf  will  have  its  own  buildings  and  playgrounds  and  the  two 
groups  entirely  separated. 
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The  floors  hi  several  buildings  have  Riven  way  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
soil  and  insufficient  ventilation.  Some  have  had  to  he  entirely  renewed  while 
others  have  had  new  joists  and  flooring.  Additional  ventilators  have  been 
inserted  into  all  buildings.  The  putty  used  for  the  windows  hi  all  but  the 
administration  building  was  evidently  of  an  inferior  quality,  the  panes  of  glass 
were  continually  falling  out  and  breaking.  This  putty  has  all  been  removed 
and  replaced.  Many  of  the  outside  doors  and  windows  are  badly  in  need  of  a 
coat  of  paint,  a few  dollars  spent  now  will  save  a large  bill  for  repairs  hi  the 
near  future.  The  locks  and  catches  on  doors  and  windows  have  been  gone 
over  and  many  necessary  minor  repairs  and  alterations  have  been  effected. 
The  cinder  playgrounds  recovered,  the  cement  walks  repaired,  the  drains 
cleared,  the  school  rooms  and  boys’  dormitories,  white-washed,  and  the 
ceilings  of  the  administration  building  whitened. 

Next  year  the  western  cement  walk  will  have  to  be  w idened  ar.d  additional 
drains  placed  at  the  south,  end.  We  need  new  signs  for  the  street  front  and 
lights  installed  at  the  main  gate.  We  are  still  urgently  hi  need  of  our  three 
new  buildings,  a clinic  and  sanitorium,  gymnasium  building  and  a show-sales 
room  for  the  Industrial  Department. 

MEDICAL.  — The  health  of  the  residents  has  been  very  good  during 
the  past  year.  Mrs.  Dryer  and  her  assistants  treat  between  10  and  40  at  the 
daily  clinic.  We  have  had,  however,  an  epidemic  of  Malaria,  about  forty 
cases,  and  another  of  Influenza  with  over  fifty  cases,  four  of  which  had  to  be 
removed  to  the  hospital  for  special  treatment.  We  have  also  had  a case  each 
of  Bronchial  Pneumonia,  Beri  Beri,  Gastric  Ulcer,  Tumour,  and  Para- 
Typlioid  which  were  taken  care  of  at  the  hospital.  A small  deaf  boy  died 
of  Beri  Beri  at  the  hospital.  A case  of  chicken  Pox  was  removed 
by  parents  as  soon  as  discovered  as  well  as  a case  of  swollen  glands. 
Dr.  A.  C.  Price,  our  honorary  Physician  has  very  kindly  attended  to  emergency 
cases  and  his  advice  in  regard  to  the  routine  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 
Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  St.  Elizabeth’s,  St.  Luke’s  and  the  Lester 
Chinese  Hospitals  who  have  very  kindly  admitted  eleven  cases  that  were  in 
urgent  need  of  hospital  care.  If  arrangements  could  be- made  to  have 
periodic  examinations  of  all  of  cur  deaf  and  blind  pupils  it  would  be  very 
beneficial  and  save  a good  deal  of  suffering  during  the  year.  The  Healdi 
Department  of  the  S.  M.  C.  generously  vaccinated  sixty  against  Cholera  and 
one  hundred  and  thirty-two  with  Small  Pox  Vaccine. 

We  are  urgently  in  need  of  a clinic  dispensary  and  sanitorium  with  about 
eight  beds  for  cases  needing  special  care  and  treatment,  as  we  do  not 
advocate  pupils  remaining  in  the  dormitories  during  the  day. 

BOARDING  DEPARTMENT. — The  home  life  of  our  large  family  is  a 
sery  interesting  one.  It  is  divided  into  six  cottages,  each  with  a house-father 
or  mother  in  charge.  All  are  taught  independence  as  far  as  possible  and  a 
great  deal  is  done  to  make  them  happy  and  prepare  them  for  a life  of  useful- 
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ness  when  they  leave  school.  The  average  cost  for  board  and 
nine  and  ten  dollars  per  month  for  each  pupil.

EDUCATION.—  The  school  work  extends  from  Kindergarten  through 
the  Junior  -Middle  School.  This  year,  however,  we  have  had  no  Kindergar- 
ten teacher  so  that  these  young  people  had  to  be  combined  with  those  of  the 
I-irst  \ear,  rather,  I am  afraid,  to  their  detriment.  We  now  have  sixty-five 
pupils.  First  Year  seven,  Second  Year  six,  Third  Year  twelve,  Fourth  Year 
eleven,  Fifth  \ear  ten,  Sixth  Year  seven,  First  Year  Junior  Middle  School 
seven,  Special  Class  five.  We  have  no  full  time  certificated  seeing  teacher  so 
that  the  standard  of  our  work  is  unfortunately  a little  below  our  usual 
standard  and  blind  mannerisms  are  slowly  creeping  in.  Our  equipment  is 
very  meagre  but  we  are  making  what  progress  we  can,  hoping  for  the  dawn 
of  better  times.  Eight  graduated  at  the  end  of  June  from  the  Sixth  Year 
Lower  Primary  and  three  from  the  Normal  School,  receiving  their  diplomas 
at  the  Autumn  Entertainment.  Madam  Wu  Teh-Chen  very  graciously  came 
to  the  Institution  and  presented  them. 


HIGHER  EDUCATION.— The  majority  of  our  pupils  have  aspirations 
for  a higher  education  but  only  very  few  have  their  hopes  realized.  Two 
expect  to  graduate  from  the  St.  John’s  Middle  School  next  June,  and  one  who 
has  already  graduated  from  St.  John’s  University  is  taking  extra  courses  in 
the  Comparative  Law  School  of  the  Soochow  University. 


MUSICAL.  — Special  interest 
has  been  shown  in  our  Musical 
Department.  The  outstanding  fea- 
ture for  the  year  was  the  passing 
with  honours,  on  the  piano,  of  the 
Junior  Trinity  Examination  by  one 
of  cur  graduates  Wu  Shao  Yung. 

He  is  a pianist  of  genius  and  hopes 
to  pass  the  Senior  examination  next 
May.  He  is  studying  under  Mr. 

Gerald  Sidney  which  is  made  pos- 
sible through  the  courtesy  of  a 
member  of  our  Committee.  Our 
chorus  work  is  much  appreciated 
by  our  friends  and  was  in  great 
demand  during  the  Christmas 
festivities.  We  now  have  three 
divisions,  small  girls  and  boys, 
senior  double  quartett,  and  the 
combination  of  the  two.  During 
the  year  Mr.  E.  Poskitt  from  Toe  H.  has  very  kindly  coached  our  Senior 
Chorus  once  a week. 
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Organ  instruction  has  been  given  to  thirty-one  throughout  the  year-

instruments  and  a small  musical  library  of  fifty-one  volumes. 

T IBRARY. — Through  the  courtesy  of  friends  our  library  is  grown*  in 
size  and  increasing  in  its  sphere  of  usefulness.  There  are  now  over  a 
thousand  books  on  our  shelves  besides  many  magazines  sent  to  us  by  fnen^ 
in  England  and  America.  In  all  we  have  three  hundred  and  nine tj -one 
different  titles:— 175  in  American  Braille,  274  volumes : 90  m English 
Braille,  256  volumes:  75  in  Chinese  Braille,  443  volumes  . 51  m music,  9 


volumes. 

Good  use  has  been  made  of  the  library  throughout  the  year  and  all 
greatly  appreciate  the  value  of  books.  A branch  has  been  opened  in  the 
Girls’  Hall  which  is  also  much  used.  We  are  anticipating  opening  a lenorng 
library  during  the  coming  year,  as  there  are  many  blind  readers  throughout 
China  who  are  unable  to  purchase  books  but  would-  appreciate  having  them 
to  read.  The  question  of  postage  and  return  of  books  is  a difficult  one,  but 
before  long  the  way  may  be  opened  for  us  to  start  this  much  needec 
department  of  our  Library. 

RELIGIOUS  WORK. — The  religious  part  of  our  work  has  been  carried 
on  as  usual.  There  has  been  a considerable  amount  of  interest  shown  and  a 
number  are  professing  Christians.  We  have  our  morning  and  Sunday  services, 
Christian  Endeavour  Society  and  Wednesday  evening  Prayer  Meeting.  The 
Bible  is  carefully  studied  by  the  majority  and  many  have  the  Inner  Meaning 
of  the  Word  of  God. 


PUBLICITY.— This  year  the  Publicity  part  of  cur  work  has  been 

stressed  to  no  smell  extent.  We  however,  understand  that  there  are  many" 
in  Shanghai  who  have  not  heard  of  “The  Blind  School  on  Ilungjao  Road,” 
and  the  majority  of  those  who  have,  know  but  little  of  what  we  do  or  are 
striving  to  attain.  Each  year  thousands  see  some  phase  of  our  work  but  it 
is  very  superficial  therefore  the  education  of  the  public  is  one  of  our  most 
important  problems.  This  year  we  have  given  twenty-seven  different  demon- 
strations to  about  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  people.  Notices  and 
articles  have  appeared  fourteen  times  in  different  Chinese  newspapers  and 
our  foreign  dailies  have  been  very  generous  with  their  space.  Nevertheless, 
there  is  a great  need  for  personal  work.  Let  us  all  tell  cur  friends  what  the 
Institution  is  doing  and  encourage  them  to  assist  us  especially  in  purchasing 
the  output  of  the  Blindart  Workshop.  We  are  contemplating  issuing  a 
bi-monthly  bulletin  to  be  sent  to  all  those  interested  in  our  work.  We  have 
distributed  our  usual  number  of  leaflets  and  pamphlets  and  have  had  our 
customary  stalls  in  the  Ministering  Children’s  League,  Community  Church, 
and  the  B.  W.  A.  Advertising  Exhibition.

who  gave  us  the  free  use  of  the  building  for  one  week.  It  attracted  a great 
many  people  and  in  all  about  seven  hundred  dollars’  worth  of  wicker  and 
ram  >oo  work  was  sold.  It  was  a wonderful  piece  of  publicity  work  and  our 
grateful  thanks  are  due  to  all  who  so  generously  helped  us  in  making  the 
. ale  possible  and  assisted  in  making  it  such  a success. 


SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF.— Although  the  Deaf  School  is  not  legally 
a part  of  the  Institution  we  are  all  very  much  interested  in  its  welfare  as  it 
was  tlie  distinct  wish  of  Dr.  Fryer  that  this  school  should  be  carried  on.  It 
now  occupies  buildings  which  they  rent  on  our  own  compound  and  has  in  all 
seventy-six  pupils.  If  the  accommodation  were'available  we  could  have  over 
two  hundred  pupils  as  there  is  such  a deplorable  need  for  schools  of  tins 
nature.  The  school  for  the  Deaf  is  not  entirely  self-supporting  there  being 
a shortage  of  nearly  one  thousand  dollars  each  year  which  has  to  be 
made  up  by  donations  and  gifts.  If  tlie  Blind  School  Committee  could  see 
their  way  towards  reducing  the  rental  on  these  buildings  it  would  be  greatly 
appreciated  as  several  of  the  donations  received  by  the  Blind  School  were 
really  intended  for  the  support  of  both  schools. 


CHRISTMAS  FESTIVITIES. — Christmas  was  a most  joyous  occasion. 
I he  programme  is  held  on  Christinas  Eve  and  Christmas  morning  and  is 
arranged  and  given  by  the  pupils,  w'as  this  year,  a great  success  end  showed 
that  there  is  evidently  latent  talent  among  both  the  boys  and  girls.  On 
Sunday  afternoon  a committee  from  the  Rotary  Club  brought  out  toys  for  the 
smaller  ones  and  cakes,  sweets  and  ice-cream  for  all.  It  is  needless  to  say  how 
much  these  were  appreciated.  The  Enlisted  Men’s  Club  of  the  U.  S.  Marines, 
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through  the  courtesy  of  Col.  John  C.  Beaumont,  gave  both  the  Deaf  and 
Blind,'  170  in  all,  a sumptuous  Christmas  Dinner  on  Tuesday  neon.  There 
was  much  too  much  for  one  meal  so  what  was  left  over  was  used  later  m the 
week  The  name  of  tire  U.  S.  Marines  seems  to  be  synonymous,  among  our 
pupils,  with  a wonderful  Christmas  dinner.  The  choruses  were  invited  to 
sing  on  several  occasions  and  were  received  with  enthusiasm.  It  usually 
meant  tea  and  cakes  afterwards.  The  American  School  children  also  gave 
toys  and  gifts  which  were  useful  and  thoroughly  appreciated.  All  the  rooms 
throughout  the  school  were  tastefully  decorated  by  the  pupils  themselves. 


LECTURE  COURSE  AT  GREAT  CHINA  UNIVERSITY.  The 
Great  China  University  has  placed  a course  on  the  “Education  and  Care  of 
the  Blind  and  Deaf”  in  its  curriculum.  I have  been  asked  to  take  charge  of 
this  course  and  as  there  is  no  text-book  available  it  is  necessary  to  prepare 
one.  This  naturally  takes  a great,  deal  of  time  but  it  is  well  worth  while  and 
will  be  of  an  inestimable  value  to  the  cause  of  the  Blind  and  Deaf  in  China. 
The  arrangement  for  this  course  shows  that  this  work  is  attracting  the  notice 
of  the  Board  of  Education  and  that  they  consider  it  of  sufficient  importance  to 
give  it  a place  in  their  study  of  Education  and  Sociology. 


DIRECTORY  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  BLIND.— The  number  of 
schools  or  institutions  for  the  Blind  in  China  is  not  definitely  known  nor  the 
extent  of  their  work.  I am  making  tills  necessary-  survey  and  hope  to  be 
able  to  publish  the  results  in  some  useful  form  during  the  early  spring  of 
next  year. 

BLINDART  WORKSHOP.— This  year  we  have  been  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  place  this  department  on  a paying  basis  and  have  made  nearly  a 
thousand  dollars’  profit,  water,  light,  heat  and  overhead  expenses  not  taken 
into  consideration.  To  accomplish  this  in  spite  of  the  present  depression 
augurs  well  for  the  future  and  shows  that  the  public  appreciates  our  efforts 
and  that  the  quality  of  our  work  meets  with  approval.  Our  assets  are  now 
valued  at  $4,754.52.  There  are  ten  regular  blind  workers  who  earned  during 
the  year  $1,061.00:  also  six  apprentices  who  hope  to  be  on  the  pay-  roll  in  the 
near  future.  Nearly  ten  thousand  dollars  have  been  received  from  the  sale  of 
work  made  in  this  department. 


The  time  has  now  come  when  this  branch  of  our  work  must  receive  our 
serious  attention  as  the  majority  of  our  pupils  will  have  to  depend  uport 
industry^  for  their  livelihood.  New  trades  that  are  profitable  will  have  to  be 
discovered  and  more  work  space  made  available.  A Show-sales  Room  is 
urgently-  needed,  as  we  are  unable  to  display-  cur  furniture  to  the  best 
advantage,  and  the  three  rooms  now  used  are  needed  for  the  extension  of  our 
work.  Let  us  all  strive  to  make  industry  for  the  Blind  a success.

« Tt  f’  lar8£  Pafi6S  and  77’285  Sma11  ^ ^ have  had  lie 
splenmd  gift  of  a new  stereotyping  machine  from  the  American  Braille 
Press  in  Pans  and  it  should  arrive  some  time  during  February  of  next  year. 

VISITORS.— We  have  had  our  usual  number  of  visitors  during  the  year. 
Two  hundred  and  eighty-six  individual  Chinese  and  two  hundred  and  six-ty- 
n\e  foreigners.  We  have  also  had  nineteen  groups  of  students  and  others 
numbering  in  all  798.  Our  Autumn  Exhibition  brought  two  thousand  four 
hundred  visitors,  making  a total  of  3.748,  who  have  seen  the  work  at  our 
Institution.  In  addition  to  this  we  have  had  over  two  thousand  visitors  to 
the  Blind  art  Workshop  nearly  all  of  whom  made  purchases.  Among  the 
number  of  special  visitors  was  Miss  Mueller  of  the  Yunnan  School  for  Blind 
Girls,  Miss  Froemiester  from  the  Changsha  School  for  Blind  Girls  and  a 
Clunese  teacher  from  the  I-Yang  Blind  School,  Honan.  We  feel  that  we 
should  be  congratulated  on  having  so  large  a number  of  visitors  in  spite  of 
the  difficulties  of  transportation. 

PLACEMEN  I OF  GRADUATES. — The  business  of  finding  “jobs”  for 
our  graduates  is  a most  serious  one  and  is  very  disheartening  not  only  to 
those  who  have  spent  several  years  of  hard  work  in  preparation  towards 
earning  their  own  living  but  to  our  younger  pupils  as  well.  About  thirty  of 
our  graduates  are  now  self-supporting  but  many  others  find  it  impossible  to 
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obtain  employment.  If  a sub-committee  could  be  appointed  to  give  this 
matter  their  serious  attention  and  go  thoroughly  into  the  whole  question 
from  every  angle  I feel  confident  that  definite  results  of  a far  reaching  nature 
will  be  obtained. 

FUTURE  Oh'  THE  WORK  FOR  THE  BLIND  IN  CHINA.  1 he 
urgent  need  of  this  work  for  the  Blind  in  China  is  gradually  becoming  more 
evident  and  its  future  will  depend  upon  our  efforts.  When  we  see  what  is 
being  done  in  other  countries  we  become  much  discouraged  because  we  are 
not  doing  more.  We  cannot  help  but  feel  that  a firm  foundation  has  been 
made  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  each  year  will  show  a distinct  stride  forward 
on  the  road  towards  placing  China  on  a par  with  other  countries  in  tiie  care 
and  education  of  the  Blind.

AUDITORS  CERTIFICATE 

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Institution  for 
the  Chinese  Blind,  Shanghai,  as  of  December  31,  1934,  and  of  its  recorded  cash 
receipts  and  disbursements  in  relation  to  the  accompanying  statement  thereof 
for  the  year  1934.  In  connection  therewith,  we  examined  or  tested  accounting 
records  of  the  Institution  and  other  supporting  evidence  in  relation  to  the 
balance  sheet  and  statement  of  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  only,  without 
examining  transactions  for  the  year  oilier  than  cash  transactions.  We  have 
previously  made  examination  of  the  recorded  casli  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  honorary  treasurer,  superintendent,  and  compradore  for  several  years 
prior,  but  our  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Trustees  has  not  been  ex- 
tended to  years  prior  to  January  1,  1934.  In  this  connection,  we  have  been 
furnished  with  a report  of  Mr.  N.  A.  Brown,  Chartered  Accountant,  covering 
an  examination  of  the  Trustees’  accounts  as  of  December  31,  1933,  and  the 
figures  included  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  with  respect  to  assets 
acquired  and  liabilities  incurred  prior  to  January  1,  1934,  are  based  on  such 
report. 

With  the  exception  of  the  accounts  payable*  representing  the  Institution’s 
estimated  liabilties  at  December  31,  1934,  and  the  reserve  for  depreciation  of 
fixed  assets,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet,  the  accounts  of  the 
Institution  are  kept  on  a cash  basis.  Inventories  of  materials  and  finished  goods 
of  the  industrial  department  at  December  31,  1934,  are  not  showm  in  the 
eccompanving  balance  sheet.  The  deficit  at  December  el,  19o4,  therefore,  is 
overstated  by  the  value  of  such  inventories.  We  did  not  ascertain  the  adequacy 
of  the  reserves  for  depreciation  of  fixed  assets. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet 

and  statement  of  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  set  forth,  respectively,  the 

Institution’s  financial  condition  at  December  31,  1934,  and  its  recorded  cash 

receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year.

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Institution  for  the  Chinese  Blind 

290  Hungjao  Road,  Shanghai 

The  Institution  for  the  Chinese  Blind  was  founded  in  1911  by  Dr.  John 
T-'iyer  for  the  benefit  of  the  blind  throughout  the  whole  of  China.  Since  its 
•establishment  a hundred  and  sixty  boys  have  been  received  many  of  whom 
are  now  earning  their  own  living.  It  is  supported  partly  by  an  endowment 
fund  and  partly  by  subscriptions  and  donations. 

This  Institution  has  a school  where  Chinese  boys  and  girls  who  are  blind 
■or  have  very  defective  vision  may  receive  a thorough  elementary  education, 
and  character  building  and  become  prepared  to  earn  their  own  living  on 
graduation. 

NAME. — The  Institution  is  called  The  Institution  for  the  Chinese  Blind, 
■or  in  Chinese,  Mang  Tung  Hsioh  Hsiao,  and  the  address  is  290  Ilungjao 
Road,  Shanghai. 

STANDARD.— The  school  carries  pupils  through  the  Kindergarten, 
Rower  ami  Higher  Primary  and  Junior  Middle  School.  It  has  also  a Special 
Class  for  older  pupils. 

CURRICULUM — KINDERGARTEN;  Games,  Stories,  Common  Know- 
ledge, Braille  Dots,  Handwork  and  Singing. 

LOWER  PRIMARY. — National  Reader,  San  Ming  Chu  I,  Arithmetic, 
Nature  Study,  Etiquette,  Ethics,  Common  Knowledge,  English,  Manual 
Training,  Singing,  Physical  Training  and  Music. 

HIGHER  PRIMARY. — National  Reader,  History,  Arithmetic,  Geo- 
graph}', San  Ming  Chu  I,  Nature  Study,  Etiquette,  Ethics,  English,  Physical 
Training,  Singing  Music,  Handwork,  Vocational  Training. 

JUNIOR  MIDDLE  SCHOOL. — National  Reader,  Mathematics  Ethics, 
History,  English  and  Chinese  Geography,  Common  Knowledge,  Nature  Study, 
English  (Literature,  Composition  Conversation',  Physical  Training,  Type- 
writing, Singing,  Music,  Vocational  Training. 

SPECIAL  Cl, ASS.  Braille  Reading  and  Writing,  Ethics,  Common 
Knowledge,  Elementary  Arithmetic,  and  Vocational  Training. 

ADMISSION  OP  NEW  PUPILS. — Chinese  Blind  boys  and  girls  from 
7-12  years  of  age  who  are  able  to  dress  and  take  care  of  themselves,  have  no 
contagious  disease,  and  who  are  educatable  may  be  admitted  on  the  opening 
of  the  new  term  in  September  or  February.  They  must  be  brought  by  their 
families  or  relatives  and  application  and  guarantee  blanks  filled  out.  Pupils 
who  have  had  previous  education  must  take  an  entrance  examination. 

GUARANTEE. — All  pupils  must  have  parents,  relatives  or  be 
guaranteed  by  an  Institution.  They  must  have  a recognized  shop  or  other 
guarantee,  which  must  be  renewed  each  year.  If  the  family  or  guarantor 
change  their  address  the  Institution  must  be  notified  at  once. 
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LENGTH  OF  COURSE.— Kindergarten,  one  year;  Lower  Primary 
four  years;  Upper  Primary  two  years;  Junior  Middle  School  Ihrte  years* 
Special  Class  cne  year. 

DISCIPLINE. — All  pupils  are  admitted  on  a tliree  months  trial,  if  at  the 
end  of  that  period  it  is  found  they  are  not  educatable  they  must  return  home. 
Those  who  continually  disobey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Sclicol  will  he 
dismissed.  Pupils  who  cannot  complete  one  year’s  work  in  two  years  will 
not  be  allowed  to  return. 

FEES.  The  tuition  fee  is  £40.00  per  year.  This  will  not  be  enforced  if 
the  family  is  tco  poor  to  pay.  Pocrd  and  expenses  are  £6.00  per  month 
payable  in  advance.  Clothes  and  bedding  are  to  be  provided  by  the  families. 
If  provided  by  school  at  request  of  parents  the  cost  is  £30.C0  the  first  year 
and  £15.00  for  each  year  afterwards. 

Blind  children  whose  families  are  too  poor  to  pay  £6.C0  per  month  for 
board  may  request  their  guarantor  or  responsible  person  to  apply  for  a 
scholarship  for  part  of  the  amount,  with  a signed  certificate  by  said  guarantor 
certihing  to  the  actual  poverty  of  the  family.  If  the  condition  is  found  to  be 
different  from  that  of  the  certificate  the  guarantor  agrees  to  pay  the  full 
amount  of  board.  The  scholarship  must  be  applied  for  each  year,  at  least 
two  months  before  the  close  of  school. 

HOLIDAYS.— The  school  year  begins  on  the  first  Monday  in  Sept,  and 
closes  the  end  of  June.  One  day’s  holiday  on  New  Year  Day  (1st  January), 
Dr.  Sun’s  Memorial  Day  (March  12th),  Establishment  of  National  Govern- 
ment (May  5th),  National  Day  (Oct.  10tli),  Dr.  Sun’s  Birthday  (Nov.  12th), 
r.nd  Christmas  Day  (Dec.  25tli),  also  every  Saturday  afternccn  and  Sunday, 
when  pupils  residing  in  Shanghai  may  visit  their  homes. 

Summer  Holiday  two  months;  Spring  Holiday  two  weeks.  Pupils  must 
leave  the  school  for  the  Summer  Holiday.  If  for  any  reason  this  in  impossible 
families  must  notify  the  Superintentent  at  least  two  months  in  advance,  and 
pay  £10.00  each  month  for  board,  expenses  and  supervision. 

VISITING. — It  is  hoped  that  parents  will  visit  the  Institution  as  often  as 
possible  especially  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sundays,  and  to  keep  in  close 
touch  with  tlieir  children. 

HOUSING. — The  pupils  live  in  Cottages  under  a House  Lather  or 
Mother  and  strict  attention  is  given  to  a heme  training  and  neural  environ- 
ment. 

NORMAL  TRAINING  CLASS.- The  object  of  this  special  normal  class 
is  to  train  officers  or  teachers  for  work  in  Schools  for  the  Blind.  It  is  open  to 
all  graduates  of  government  or  other  schools.  It  has  two  divisions,  advanced 
end  elementary.  The  qualifications  for  the  advanced  class  are  a diploma 
from  a recognized  Senior  Middle  School,  Course  one  year,  her  the  ele- 
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mentary  a diploma  from  a recognized  Junior  Middle  School  when  the  course 
is  for  two  years.  The  courses  comprise  both  theory  and  practice.  Fees 
$120.00  per  year,  which  includes  board  and  tuition.  Minimum  number  in  a 
class  to  be  four. 

SPECIAL  CLASS.— Blind  boys  from  13-18  may  be  admitted  to  this  class. 
If  after  one  year  they  show  special  ability  they  may  enter  the  ordinary 

classes. 

This  Institution  is  strictly  a school  and  not  a home  and  all  pupils  must 
leave  on  graduation. 

A BLIND  ART  WORKSHOP. — Where  young  blind  men  may  learn  to 
support  themselves  by  Industrial  Work.  They  specialize  in  rattan,  cane 
chairs  and  furniture  and  also  make  nets  for  various  purposes.  Present 
number  of  apprentices  6,  full  time  workers  10.  Maximum  capacity  for  full 
time  workers,  and  adult  apprentices  50.  Sales  for  year  $10,000.00. 

A BRAILLE  PRINTING  DEPARTMENT.— That  publishes  and  em- 
bosses text  books  and  other  Braille  literature  for  the  Blind  (for  price  list  see 
other  side)  and  issues  a weekly  and  a monthly  magazine  in  Union  Mandarin 
Braille  which  are  sent  free  to  all  who  can  read  them.  It  also  undertakes  to 
emboss  or  print  any  book  or  music  in  Braille  that  may  be  required.  Prices  on 
application.  Blind  workers  employed  three. 

The  Institution  is  desirous  of  assisting  the  Blind  and  Deaf  of  China  or  the 
workers  and  teachers  among  the  Blind  and  Deaf  in  any  needed  way.  It  is 
endeavoring  the  correlate  all  the  work  done  for  the  Blind  and  Deaf  in  different 
parts  of  China  and  has  recently  printed  a list  of  such  schools  and  institutions. 
It  is  much  interested  in  Prevention  of  Blindness  Work  and  has  issued  twelve 
pamphlets  in  Chinese  regarding  the  diseases  and  care  of  the  eyes  in  general.  A 
list  will  be  foimd  in  another  part  of  this  pamphlet.  It  is  particularly  anxious 
to  have  every  blind  person  in  China  learn  to  read  and  write  and  have  sufficient 
and  suitable  Braille  literature  to  read : to  assist  in  starting  new  work  or 
reorganizing  that  which  is  being  carried  out:  provide  games  and  appliances 
used  in  schools  or  home-teaching.  Correspondence  on  any  subject  pertaining 
to  the  Blind  or  Deaf  is  invited  and  should  be  addressed  to  Mr.  G.  B.  Fryer, 
290  Hungjao  Road,  Shanghai.
